Mr. Agent Hagan reports that Miss Carrie Morley who 
has been teaching the Spanish River School for over 12 years 
has been oBliged to resign on accowmt of ill health. It haw 
been frequently reported to the Depertment that Miss Morley 
was most energetic and self-sacrificing in the discharge of 
her duties, and owing to her generosity and small stipend 
she received she is living in poor health and poor circum- 
stances, Mr. Hagan recommends that she receive an annuity. 
She is an old woman and will not be able to resume her pro- 
fession. We have no provision for the superannuation of 
our teachers, but as this school will not be re-opened, I 
think the Department will be justified, in view of her past 
services, in continuing her salary to the end of the year. 

His Lordship the Bishop of Algoma, in whose diocese 
this school is situated, wrote some two years ago asking the 
Department in the event of the school being closed that he 
should be permitted to buy the school building for missionary

During my recent visit to the Spanish River Reserve, 

a delegation of Indians living along the Spanish River,headed 
by Mr.Yeomans ,Anglican clergyman of Massey and Indian 
missionary asked me to draw the attention of the Department to 
the urgent necessity of providing 4 small protestant day school 
for the Spanish River Reserve, 


There is already one school (Roman Catholic) at Sagamok 
on the Lake Huron shore which is sufficient for the requirements 
of Band No.1 who live in that part of the Reserve,and until two 
years ago a small school § log built) was open as 4 day school 
for the needs of the Protestant Indians living along the Spanish 
River.This school has however been closed for two years as the 
building is very dilapidated,quite unfit for ocoupation,and 
as I am given to understand has been condemned, 


As will be seen by the attached sketch plan of the Reserve 
the Indian population has,due to topographical conditions of the 
Reserve,separated into two distinct settlements;a river settlement 
along the shore of the Spanish River, being composed mostly 
of Protestant Indians and a lake settlement on the shore of 
Lake Huron,composed mainly of Indians professing the Roman 
Catholic faith. 


These two settlements are approx. 6 miles apart and the 
necessity of having two schools is therefore apparent.As the 
river settlement consists of 18 houses having a population of 
7% Indians I submit a list of the Indian families comprising 
this settlement,showing the number of children in each family. 
Although there are 42 children in all,only 31 of these are of 
school age. 


I would therefore suggest,that if at all possible,arrangements 
be made for the construction of @ small frame day school having 
a capacity for at least 25 children,and that a new site be 
selected at the point {ndicated on the attached sketch,which in 
my Opinion is more central,and which the Indians themselves 
approve of,

interviewed Mr. H. J. Bury, of this Department, some days 
ago and urged the re-establishment of the Spanish River 
Day School, which is for Protestant children. I should 
be pleased if you would let me have ea report and recom- 
mendation in this connection. You might intimate the 
number of children that would be available to attend such 
school for the full sohool year of ten months. If you 
recommend a building programme, you might indicate if it 
could be handled on a day labour basis, under your 
supervision. 


There are no funds available for the purpose 
this year, but an appropriation might be arranged if it 
is decided to re-establish the school.

Replying to your letter of yesterday I would 
gay that the Bishop has been doing his best to secure 
a qualified teacher for the Spanish River school, but thus 
far without success. The Inspector here has no one he 
can recommend, and the Bishop has also tried through the 
Normal School at North Bay. You will, I think, appreciate 
the difficulty of obtaining teachers in the middle of the 
school year. 


The only application we have had which is in 
any sense satisfactory is from a Mrs. Buell of Massey, who 
might perhaps take the school temporarily and we could 
try to get a better qualified teached next fall. I am 
told that she passed the entrance examination& and has 
taken lst and part of the 2nd form work.

I have your letter of the 23rd instant, enclosing 
a communication from Mrs. Jean Buell, teacher of the Spanish 
River Indian Day School, in which she requests that authority 
be granted for her to continue teaching during the month of 
July, next, in order that she can carry on gardening operations 
with the pupils. 


In reply I beg to say that, after fully considering 
thia matter, it ia thought that it sould be advisable to 
allow the teacher to continue teaching during the month of 
duly and to take holidays during the month of August. The 
achool should be reopened on September lst, next, the same 
time as the other Indian day schools open, and the second 
months' holidays could be taken in January, 1929, at which 
time, owing to weather conditions, it might be advisable to 
have the school closed.

There is Bible reading 
every morning, followed by the Lord's Prayer, 
and a hymn, lve evening, we kneel and repeat 
@ prayer. The older pupils have been taught 
the “Ten Commandments" and "Psalm 23". During 
the afternoon, I tell the primary pupils a 
simple Bible story. 

"Since Rev. Mr. Trowbridge's first visit, 
I have been doing my best to explain the Catechism. 
It was his desire that 1 do so. 

"I will do my best to act the part of a 
Christian and so set my pupile a perfect example.”

The position of teacher at thie echool became vacant at 
the cad of dume, 1936, ow to the resignation of the teacher in 
cnerge at that time. The & ght Reverend Rockeborough R. Smith, 
MeAe, DeDe, Bishop of Algoma, nominated a married woman to take 
charge of the school, but the Department refused to consider her 
nomination in view of the requirements of Section 36 (1) of the 
Civil Service Regulations. The Bishop was unable to secure 
another teacher, and, as the Department had an applicetion from « 
qualified teacher, Mise Hasel Crooke, who ie an Anglican, her 
— was approved and she began duties on September ist, 

1 5. 


In April, 1936, the Bishop wrote the Departwent, steting 
that Mies Crocke was not giving enough attention to religious 
teaching at the school. At that time Mies Crooks wae written and 
requested to cooperate with the local missionary. “he replied 
stating that she wae doing so. 


I have carefully reviewed the Inepector's reports covering 
her work, ond all of these seem eminently satisfactory. I have 
taken the following excerpt from the Publie School Inspector's 
last report, dated November 10, 1936: "The teacher is capable and 
is ving her best to her work. She has the confidence of the 
pupile and they are working in harmony with her".

Sereens are badly needed, but I think they can be made cheaper than 
they can be bought. There are no screens at all for the school or 
residence windows, and the one screen door needs re-scree ing. I 
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h therefore asked for the materials wherewith I might make the 
semool fly-proof. 


The finish has completely worn off the school-room floor. If it 
were painted with HOT linseed o11 it would be greatly improved 
and would also be preserved. So I have asked for one gallon of 
linseed oil. 


Many of the window panes are loose and some are cpacked. There are 
some pieces of glass lying around so if I had a glass cutter and 
some putty I could fix up the windows ap needed. 

With tools and some finished lumber badly needed cupboards could 
easily be built in the school-room. They would repay any expense 

of time and money in preserving the school supplies. At present 
there is but one small cupboard in the school-room, and as a result 
of the lack of space school books and other supplies have to be 


piled where ever room can be found. Many other things, too, could 
be built. 


I am fully aware that rigid ecconomy is needed in these times, but 
I consider that the above things will be of great benefit, and will 
counteract future and larger expenditures.

When Mr. Indian Agent Laurence was passing through here on his vacation 
he asked me to write to you concerning the water supply at this school. 


We have, so far, spent aproximately $50.00. In various places at the 
back of the school buildings we drove a well péént 40 feet into the ground 
but we were unable to pierce the thick stratum of clay and tap the water 
beneath it. However, in another location in front of the school we found 
excellent water that has been classified "Class A" by the Ontario Publie 
Health Laboratories. This water is in coarse sand about ten feet below\th 
surface. ; 


It is proposed to dig and crib a small well and pipe the water into the 
school. This work will entail the expenditure of a further $60.00, but 
will assure a plentiful supply of water with convenience. 


Mr. Laurence asked me to write to you to ask if the Indian Affairs Branch 
would consider approving this expenditure.

Dear Mr. Laurence: 


As the twelve children who attend this secnool, all stay 
for lunch, I have, since my appointment almost five years ago,, 
provided, at my own expense, hot cocoa or soup in order to 
supplement the lunches that the children bring. 


Would you kindly approach the Indian Affairs' Branch and 
ask them if they would consider granting me two dollars ($2.00) 
per month for the months of November to March inclusive to 
provide these supplements. 


As all the milking goats have been given to those Indian 
families who applied for them, we have no goats' milk for use 
in the school. This is what is desired for it does more to 
encougage the keeping of goats by Indians themselves. It also 
shares the work of milking rather than leaving the work of 
milking the entire herd on the shoulders of the teacher. At 
the present time, I have more applications for fresh goats 
that I can satisfy for some time to come. 


It is therefore necessary to buy evaporated milk, soup 
and cocoa to serve to the children in schvuol.

Dear Sirs 


As you are aware the only means of illumination at present available at 
the Spanish River Reserve Anglican School is in the form of coal oil 
lamps. Theseprovide but poor light and are a4 constant source of danger 
of fire. It costs about $15.00 per year for coal oil, an expenditure 
that, though small does not provide very good nor adequate illumination. 


1 have learned that it is possible to purchase a Windcharger in Massey 
for the total cost, including installation of $150.00. Of this sum the 
Bishop of the Diocese, The Rt. Rev. Wm. L. Wright, D.D., has offered 
$75.00. This sum has been offered and is available on call from me to thé 
Synod Office, Sault Ste. Marie, because the Bishop desires to make life 
here more convenient and comfortable, and because the installation of 
wind+developed electric light will enable us here to give more handicraft 
and trade training to the young adults, as well as be less dangerous. 


The Windcharger that ia available at the low figure of $150.00 installed 
4s the property of a man who lived for a short time in the country and <hm 
then moved into town where hydro-electric power is available. The outfit 
ig entirely complete, and is in good order. I asked the manager of the 
Deagle Light and Power Co, Massey to inspect it and he has stated that it 
is in good shape and that it would provide us with adequate power at the 
single cost of the purchase. I shall enclose a complete list of all the 
parts and accessories that are covered by the purchase price of $150.00. 


The above mentioned manager of the Deagle light and Power Co. ( a personal 
friend) has promised to install the Windcharger and wire the School at no 
additional cost to the Department if the Indian Affairs Branch will see 
fit to make it available at this school by voting the other half of the 
purchase price, ie. $75.00. 


The outlay of $75.00 would be saved in five years at the rate of $15.00 
per year; the present yearly outlay for coal oil. I am assured by many 
users of Windchargers that the initial cost is the sole cost for many, 
many years. Here we enjoy almost constant breezes from the river, and it 
takes but a 64 mepeh. breeze to generate power with the 7# foot propeller. 


If bought through the usual channels the outfit would cost about $300.00 


Would you therefore, approach the Indian Affairs Branch regarding the 
installation of the Windcharger at this school, and at the same tite tell 
them of the Bishops offer to assist in the purchase of it. Install on 
would inelude the erection of a suitable support away from the fabric of 
the school building. 


By having wind-developed electric light at the school we will be enabled 
to give evening instruction to the young adults. At the present time the 
oung adults want to come to the school to receive some handicraft and 
rade training but we are handicapped by lack of good and sufficient ligh 
We have tools and materials to use in this training, and through the kind 
ness of friends we expect to get more.

There is no basement in the school, and I 
think it would advisable to build a basement and install 
a furnace to provide a good heating system, both safe 
and efficient, the teachers quarters were good enough 
for a single man, but not adequate for a married teacher 
with a family. I favour the employment of married 
teachers, as usually they are more stable and settled 
and with the provision of suitable living quarters we 
are more liable to retain or be able to engage more 
married teachers, so would recommend that the necessary 
alterations be made to the building.
